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The  most  striking  feature  of  the  work  of  the  Museum  of  Zoology  during 
the  period  covered  by  this  report  is  the  rapid  increase  in  the  number  of 
requests  for  advice  and  assistance.  There  is  a  steady  growth  in  the  number 
of  individuals  who  consult  the  Museum  by  letter,  by'  telephone,  or  by 
personal  call  for  natural  history  information,  for  the  identification  of 
specimens  and  for  many  other  forms  of  assistance.  In  addition,  scientists 
are  looking  to  us  more  and  more  for  information  of  a  kind  recognized  as  the 
special  field  of  museums.  See  Mscell aneous  Service  below. 

The  work  of  a  museum  falls  into  two  broad  divisions, — (l)  Acquiring 
new  knowledge  (Research)  and  (£)  disseminating  information  (Education).  The 
increase  and  spread  of  information  about  animal,  life,  particularly  about  the 
animal  life  of  Canada,  is  most  important.  Economically  there  is  nothing  of 
more  importance  to  Canada  than  its  animal  life,  domestic  and  wild.  While 
museums  do  not  concern  themselves  with  the  study  of  all  phases  of  animal 
life,  they  do  fill  an  indispensable  role  in  the  science  of  Zoology. 

The  importance  of  adequate  knowledge  of  our  wild  life  and  its  proper 
management  is  indicated  by  the  fact  that  fifty-six  per  cent,  of  the  area  of 
Canada  is  occupied  by  land  of  no  value  for  forestry  or  agriculture  and  another 
thirteen  per  cent,  is  unproductive  forest  land.  Apart  from  its  mineral  wealth 
almost  the  sole  use  of  this  sixty-nine  per  cent,  of  Canada’s  area  is  in  the 
production  of  game  and  fur-bearing  animals  and  fish. 
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ACCESSIONS 


In  the  acquisition  of  new  knowledge  about  animals,  specimens  are  an 
absolute  essential.  The  acquisition  and  preservation  of  specimens  is  a 
fundamental  function  of  a  museum.  These  specimens  are  not  only  for  study 
by  its  own  staff  but  for  loan  to  other  institutions.  A  great  deal  is  being 
learned  about  our  animal  life  through  the  loan  of  specimens  to  other  research 
organizations. 

The  acquisition  and  care  of  specimens  is  the  first  duty  of  every  museum. 
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Additions  to  the  library  were  282  books  and  1101  unbound  publications.

E  X  H  I  B  I  T . ION 

An  exhibit  to  illustrate  the  game,  fur  and  game  fish  resources  of 
Ontario  is  under  preparation.  Besides  featuring  these  wild  life  resources, 
the  exhibit  will  emphasize  the  work  of  the  Ontario  Department  of  Game  and 
Fisheries  in  their  management  and  conservation.  The  work  of  preparation  of 
this  exhibit  is  being  done  by  Messrs.  Shortt,  Nielsen,  Kurata  and  Logier. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  exhibit  will  be  completed  in  time  for  the  convention  of 
the  American  Fisheries  Society  and  the  International  Association  of  Game,  Fish 
and  Conservation  Commissioners  which  is  to  be  held  in  Toronto  during  the  first 
week  of  September. 

An  exhibit  illustrating  the  manufacture  of  hudson  seal  from  muskrat  pelts 
has  been  installed. 

A  specimen  of  pug  dog  has  been  added  to  the  series  of  mounted  dogs. 
Temporary  exhibits  included:  Tropical  fish  exhibit  by  Toronto  Aquarium 
Society;  Bird  Paintings  of  the  late  Fred  Barratt;  results  of  last  summer’s 
expeditions;  recent  donations  by  0.  D.  Boggs  (birds  of  Peru  and  Ecuador), 

L.  A.  Learmonth  (birds  of  the  Arctic),  Miss  Jean  Bodlay  (birds  of  Portugese 
West  Africa)  and  Rev.  A.  P.  and  Peter  Quentin  (birds  of  China);  Allan  Brooks’ 
Bird  Paintings. 

The  collection  of  living  fish,  amphibians,  reptiles,  etc.,  has  been 


changed  from  time  to  time. 
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EDUCATION 

Two  projects  which  are  receiving  the  support  of  the  Ontario  Department 
of  Education  are  being  assisted  by  the  Museum  of  Zoology. 

A  supplementary  natural  history  reader  is  being  prepared  by  Miss  Muriel 
Miller  under  the  direction  of  a  committee  consisting  of  several  zoologists, 
a  forester,  and  representatives  of  the  organized  sportsmen  of  Ontario.  The 
departments  of  Education,  Game  and  Fisheries,  and  Lands  end  Forests  are 
assisting  and  teachers  at  the  Model  School  are  cooperating  in  order  to  make 
the  work  as  suitable  as  possible  for  the  schools.  The  reader  will  attempt 
to  convey  in  story  form  natural  history  and  conservation  information  on  fish, 
amphibians,  reptiles,  birds  and  forests.  Members  of  the  staff  of  the  Museum 
of  Zoology  have  given  a  great  deal  of  time  to  the  preparation  of  this  reader 
which,  if  successful,  will  have  high  educational  value  in  the  field  of  natural 
history  and  conservation. 

Members  of  the  Museum  staff  are  also  assisting  Mr.  Whittemore,  the 
publisher  of  "Canadian  Nature"  in  his  effort  to  make  this  magazine  accurate 
and  informative.  This  project  is  also  receiving  the  support  of  the  Ontario 
Department  of  Education. 

Besides  assisting  with  the  programme  of  the  Division  of  Public  Instruction, 
the  Museum  of  Zoology  carries  out  an  educational  programme  of  its  own. 

Mr.  Urquhart  with  occasional  assistance  from  other  members  of  the  staff  has 
instructed  1767  persons  in  72  classes  and  other  groups,  in  addition  to  out 
of  town  and  Saturday  morning  groups. 

Members  of  the  staff  have  addressed  34  meetings  outside  the  Museum; 


totalling  2207  persons. 
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Mr.  Snyder  gave  a  radio  address  over  the  National  Network  of  the 
C.BoCo  on  Sunday,  February  15th  at  7.50  P.M.  on  the  subject,  "Do  Birds  of 
Prey  Attack  Man?"  A  great  deal  of  favourable  comment  was  heard  on  this 
talk . 

1696  lantern  slides  were  loaned  to  teachers  and  naturalists. 

276  specimens  of  various  kinds  were  loaned  to  22  persons.  Many  of  these 
were  to  schools,  including  the  Normal  School,  some  outside  Toronto,  e.g, 
Meaford,  Oakville  Library,  Biological  Converse tzione,  artists,  woodcarver,  etc. 
Three  special,  exhibits  of  tropical,  butterflies,  foreign  shells  and  birds*  eggs 
were  loaned  to  a  sanatorium  in  Windsor  for  the  use  of  the  children  there. 

Special  assistance  was  given  to  a  school  at  Fraserdale  (between  Cochrane 
and  Moosonee)  visited  last  summer  by  one  of  our  field  parties. 

MISCELLANEOUS  SERVICE 

Reference  has  been  made  in  previous  reports  to  the  fact  that  amateur 
naturalists  in  increasing  numbers  look  to  the  Museum  for  guidance  in  their 
studies,  the  editing  of  their  papers  for  publication,  etc.  Through  assist¬ 
ance  of  this  kind  the  Museum  is  furthering  natural  history  work  in  ever 
widening  circles.

RESEARCH 

Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  fact  that  museums  have  their 
own  particular  role  to  play  in  the  advancement  of  the  science  of  zoology. 

That  role  concerns  taxonomy  (classification  and  identification)  and  distribution. 
Several  divisions  of  the  Museum  of  Zoology  are  now  recognized  as  the  leading 
centres  of  research  for  Canada  in  the  branches  of  zoology  which  they  represent. 
Bird  Division :  Racial  studies  are  being  carried  on  in  this  division  on 
several  species  of  birds,  notably  on  Downy  and  Hairy  Woodpeckers.  When  Julian 
Huxley  was  here  on  January  25,  1940  he  was  greatly  interested  in  Mr.  £hyder?s 
findings  on  this  group  of  birds  and  has  corresponded  with  him  on  the  subject 
since  returning  to  Ehgland. 

Distributional  and  economic  studies  are  also  proceeding.

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Mammal  Divls icn :  Racial  problems  comparable  to  those  being  studied  in  the  bird 
division  are  being  attacked  in  the  mammal  division  on  a  number  of  species  of 
Ontario  mammals.  The  effect  of  preparation  methods  on  mammal,  coloration  is 
being  studied  in  connection  with  those  racial  studies.  Mr.  Cross  is  cooperating 
with  the  Hudson's  Bay  Company  in  a  study  of  changes  in  the  numbers  of  Ontario 
fur-bearers*  Our  annual  questionnaire  returns  are  a  part  of  this  study.  Trapping 
techniques  as  a  contribution  to  population  studies  are  also  being  investigated 
in  connection  with  summer  field  worko 

Reptile  and  Amphibian  Division :  The  results  of  a  great  deal  of  investigation 
on  our  reptiles  and  amphibians  are  included  in  the  Museum’s  Handbooks  3  and  4. 

Mr.  C.  D.  Bouck,  Supervisor  of  Correspondence  Courses  in  the  Ontario  Department 
of  Education  wrote  about  the  reptile  handbook,  "I  am  sure  it  will  be  of  consider¬ 
able  service  to  teachers . ” 

Fish  Division:  It  is  essentially  true  to  say  that  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  of 
Zoology  contains  the  only  research  collection  of  fish  in  Canada. 

Studies  in  progress  in  this  division  include :  Distribution  and  taxonomy 
of  Salmonoid  and  Coregonine  fishes  in  Canada.  These  include  salmon,  trout  and 
whitefishes.  J.  R.  Dyraond  has  been  asked  to  write  the  section  dealing  with 
these  fishes  in  a  cooperative  work  on  the  Fishes  of  Western  North  Atlantic. 

Various  ichthyologists  of  the  United  States  and  England  are  cooperating  in  the 
preparation  of  this  work.

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Insect  Division:  The  field  of  entomology  is  so  immense  and  our  facilities 
so  meagre  that  it  is  necessary  to  specialize  if  we  are  to  make  any  significant 
contribution  in  the  study  of  insects. 

Mr.  Urquhart  is  making  a  study  of  grasshoppers  and  is  now  recognized  as 
an  authority  on  this  subject.  Economic  entomologists  now  submit  specimens 
to  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum  of  Zoology  for  identification. 

The  spread  of  the  introduced  praying  mantis  is  nov/  receiving  attention 

also. 

The  division  receives  many  requests  for  information  about  insects  and 
for  identification  of  specimens.  In  addition  Mr.  Urquhart  has  a  heavy 
programme  of  gallery  instruction,  so  that  comparatively  little  time  is  left 

for  research. 

Mollusc  Division :  Little  work  on  the  taxonomy  and  distribution  of  molluscs 
is  being  carried  on  anywhere  else  in  Canada,  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  molluscs 
are  important  in  the  food  of  many  mammals,  birds  and  fish.  They  also  play  a 
part  in  the  spread  of  many  parasites  of  wild  and  domestic  animals.  Mr.  Oughton 
has  made  a  study  of  the  Arctic  molluscs  collected  last  summer  when  he  visited 
Canada’s  eastern  Arctic.  Ontario’s  mollusc  fauna  is  receiving  special  study. 

As  in  most  other  divisions  the  cooperation  of  amateur  naturalists  has  been 
enlisted  in  the  study  of  particular  problems. 

R.  V.  Whelan  of  Smoky  Falls  and  Rev.  H.  B*  Herrington  have  received 
assistance  in  the  study  of  the  molluscs  of  their  areas  and  in  return  have 
contributed  to  the  advancement  of  our  knowledge  of  the  molluscan  fauna  of 


Ontario.
